No Clues Left B y Killer 
Who 
Esca p ed In Fa mi 
Car 


CARROLLTON, June 3—(AP)—An intruder killed John D. 
George, 39, a nd fa ta lly wounded ehis wife Virginia , 37, ea rly to­ 
da y a t their fa rm home six miles ea st of here. 
A 12-ga uge shotgun belonging to the Georges wa s the wea pon, 
Mrs. George told Sheriff Roy Orwick before dying of her wounds 
enroute to a hospita l in Ca nton. 
George, a telephone linema n, a nd his wife were a sleep in a first 
floor bedroom. They were a wa kened by a noise a nd the husba nd 
went into the living room to investiga te. 
Mrs. George sa id she hea rd her 
husba nd sa y “ wha t a re you doing 
here? ” And then a shotgun bla st. 
She entered the living room. 
The a ssa ila nt ordered her ba ck 
into the bedroom a nd then fired 
a t her. 
The Georges’ 1936 Dodge seda n 
wa s missing. The sheriff sa id the 
intruder a ppa rently used it to 
flee. 
He sa id no motive ha d been 
esta blished for the shooting. 
A 
billfold conta ining $30 wa s in 
George’s clothes a nd a ja r of ha lf 
dolla rs in the living room wa s 
not disturbed. 
The shootings occurred nea rly 
four hours a fter 14 prisoners 
esca ped from the West Virginia 
sta te penitentia ry a t Mounds- 
ville, a bout 60 miles south 
of 
here on. the Ohio river. 
The 
sheriff sa id he.wa s trying to Vnk 
the sla ying with the fugitives, 
but ha d discovered no connection 
thus fa r. He sa id the killing of 
the Georges a ppea red to be the 
work of one ma n. 
Mrs. George could give no de­ 
scription of the ma n except to 


sa y tha t he wa s wea ring a ca p. 
She ma na ged to cra wl to a tel­ 
ephone to notify the sheriff’s of­ 
fice. 
To ma ke her phone ca ll, Mrs. 
George cra wled from her bed­ 
room to the living room a fter she 
ha d been shot in the stoma ch. 
Her husba nd a ppa rently wa s in 
the a ct of dressing when the sla y 
er surprised him. George clutch­ 
ed his overa lls in one ha nd. His 
shoes a nd socks were on the floor 
beside the da venport, in front of 
which he fell. 
The Georg« , both in their thir 
ties, lived a lone in a big whi|e 
fra me house on a ba ck 
roa d 
Their bedroom wa s on the first 
floor next to the living room, 
George wa s employed a s a line 
ma n by the Ohio Associa ted Tel 
ephone Co. here. 
The sheriff sa id a 
neighbor 
woma n reported hea ring a ca r 
speed out of the Georges’ drive­ 
wa y between 6:30 a nd 6:45 a . m. 
There wa s no sign of a strug 
gle in the blood-spotted living 
room. No shotgun shells 
were

14 PRISONERS 
ESCAPE FROM 
PESIM IARY 


Moundsville .W. Vs., Ma ss 
Brea k Discovered In 
Ea rly Morning 


MOUNDSVILLE, W. Va „ June 
— (AP) — Fourteen prisoners 
sa wed a nd slugged their wa y out 
of the supposedly “ esca pe proof’ 
south ha ll of the sta te peniten­ 
tia ry here toda y. 
It wa s West Virginia 's biggest 
ma ss prison brea k in a t lea st 35 
yea rs. Authorities estima ted tha t 
one percent of the prison popula ­ 
tion obta ined their liberty in the 
da ring brea k. 
Six of the esca pee? were serv­ 
ing life terms, a nd six of them 
were in solita ry confinement. 
The Moundsville Echo sa id it 
ha d lea rned a prison gua rd wa s 
slugged a nd locked up in one of 
the 14 va ca ted cells. 
His na me 
wa s not lea rned immedia tely. 
The gua rd's sta tion telephone 
wa s ta ken off its hook. When he 
fa iled to report a t 3 a . m. a nd the 
centra l desk found his line con­ 
tinued busy, a n investiga tion wa s 
sta rted. 
Wa rden Orel J. Skeen, sa id the 
brea k wa s discovered within a 
few minutes a nd tha t roa dblocks 
were being set up with 30 min­ 
utes 
a fter 
the 
men 
cra wled 
through a window onto Jeffer 
son a venue. 
A skiff moored to the West Vir­ 
ginia ba nk of the Ohio river wa s 
stolen, giving rise to the belief 
the esca pees ma y ha ve crossed 
into Ohio. 
Sta te police a lso received re­ 
ports of a stolen a utomobile a t 
suburba n 
Glenda le. 
It 
w a s 
found a ba ndoned in Wheeling, 10 
miles a wa y, but nea r the spot a n­ 
other pa rked ca r ha d been stolen. 
The section from which the 
men esca ped is reserved for the 
ha rdened element of the inma tes, 
penitentia ry a uthorities expla in­ 
ed. It conta ins the dea th house 
a nd the solita ry, supposedly es­ 
ca pe-proof cells. 
A 15th cell wa s sa wed or jim­ 
mied open, prison officia ls sa id, 
but the ma n confined there dis­ 
da ined the opportunity to join the 
others. He wa s not immedia tely 
identified. 
Ba rs of six of the individua l 
cells were reported cut with a 
homema de drill sa w, while the 
rema ining nine cells were jim­ 
mied open by those who a lrea dy 
ha d gotten outside. 
All of those who esca ped occu­ 
pied 
individua l 
cells. 
As 
a 
double preca ution, some of these 
were set off by a hea vy screen 
mesh. 
It wa s necessa ry for the 
men to unlock this section, a fter 
sa wing the ba rs before ga ining 
the freedom of the ma in prison 
secliuu behind the wa lls. 
Prison a uthorities sa id this 
ma rked the third esca pe for one 
of the fugitives, Otto Neff, 38 , 
of Ohio county, serving life for 
the kidna pping of a Wheeling 
city policema n. 
Officia ls sa id the esca pe prep­ 
a ra tions a ppa rently ha d been go­ 
ing on for some time. Cuts in the 
ba rs ha d been concea led with 
bla ck soa p.

House passage of Representative Rank in’s new­ 
est veteran« * pension bill and the probability of 
senate passage before adjournment mark s a legis­ 
lative curiosity. 
Here is a proposal to authorize the veterans ad­ 
ministration to do something it already is doing; 
i. e., to mak e pensions of $72 a month available to 
war veterans who have reached the age of 65 and 
have incomes of less than $1,000, or $2,500 if mar­ 
ried. 
But the Rank in bill is significant. 
When it 
passed the house it carried no proviso that the 
pensioner must be unable to work in order to 
qualify for benefits. 
Unless that proviso is in­ 
serted in the senate bill and k ept there in the con­ 
ference version of the proposed law, the bill’s cost 
to the public would be at least $57,000,000,000 
greater in the nex t 50 years, according to the Bu­ 
reau of the Budget, than it would be otherwise. 
The strategy of the Rank in bill is to get an 
official toe in the Treasury door. Once pensions 
have been authorized, it is a relatively easy mat­ 
ter to liberalize them year by year. 
The first 
cost is inconsequential. 
The cumulative cost is 
staggering. In the fiscal year of 1948 , veterans ad 
ministration paid out $2,08 5,524,48 9. It has 3,200, 
000 beneficiaries on its lists. Their claims went 
as far back as the Mex ican war. More than 16,000 
of the beneficiaries were listed under the Civil 
war. Nearly 700,000 were from World war I and 
1,926,029 were from World war II. 


There is simply no sense in sending billions 
of dollars to Washington, then crawling there on 
hands and k nees to get some of it back , minus 
handling charges. There would be even less sense 
in letting Washington bestow on the states the 
“privilege” of holding out some of their own 
money for educational subsidies. If the money be­ 
longs to the states, they wouldn’t have to soap up 
any federal politicians to get it. 
Cut ex orbitant federal tax rates and let the 
states run their own school systems, as it was in­ 
tended they should run them under a federal sys­ 
tem of government.

In their cautious statements on the conclusion of 
the Ford strik e, company and union spok esmen 
seemed to be in agreement that the whole thing 
was unfortunate. The company won nothing but 
the union’s agreement to arbitrate, the process 
•greed on in the ex isting contract. The union won 
nothing but an arrangement it already had. 
Both sides, on the other hand, lost heavily in 
wages and business. These losses are irreparable; 
they never can be recovered. And they will fall 
most heavily on those who can least afford to bear 
them — employes of the Ford Co. and other com­ 
panies hurt by the shutdown. It was a terrific price 
to pay for a difference of opinion between union 
leaders, a difference that might have been settled 
with no strik e at all if the leaders had been half 
as interested in the union's members as they were 
interested in their struggle for power. 


Keep An Eye On This One 
Seven Democratic senators, led by Montana s 
Murray, have let it be k nown they will introduce 
a bill soon to avert a depression. The proposal 
will supplement the employment act of 1946, it is 
» id. 
* 
Among other things, the bill would authorize 
something called an Economic Cooperation board 
to work with the Council of Economic Advisers, 
which was set up under the 1946 law. To be k nown 
as the “economic ex pansion act of 1949,” it would 
call for ont less than $15,000,000,000 worth of non- 
federal public work s projects. And it would “en­ 
courage” private production and investment. But 
not in a way that wquld be pleasant to watch. 
The prospectus, even in this vague form, 
leaves no room for doubt that this is the senate 
version of a house bill labeled the “economic sta­ 
bility act of 1949.” This bill, introduced by Rep­ 
resentative Spence of Kentuck y and referred to 
the committee on bank ing and currency, is a blue­ 
print of a state controlled economic system. 
It would give the chief ex ecutive power to boss 
the entire productive machinery of the United 
States. It would provide public funds “for the ex ­ 
pansion of capacity and production . . . without re­ 
gard to the limitations of ex isting law.” It would 
authorize complete government control of prices 
and wages. The bill’s obvious intent is so shock ­ 
ing that the committee on bank ing and currency is 
k eeping it buried. But now it is to have a com­ 
panion piece in the senate.

X-ray 
has been found quite dramatic in 
relieving the intense pain which 
usually occurs in bursitis. Us­ 
ually, three or four X-ray treat­ 
ments are enough to relieve the 
pain and mak e U possible for the 
patient to move the joint more 
freely. 
It has been found that anV form 
of heat treatment mak es the sk in 
more sensitive to X-ray. Hence, 
such treatment should be avoided 
for at least a week before and a 
week after X-ray treatments are 
given. 
By heat treatments are

SUPPOSE THE situation had 
been rev ersed and Communist j 
Eisier was in Russia, was consid­ 
ered the No. 1 foe of the Sov iet 
reg ime, had committed a crime, 
fled, and was caug ht in another 
Communist country behind the 
Iron Curtain. 
There isn't much doubt he 
would hav e been whisked back to 
Russia, probably without a court

| It’s different in the West. 
There ev ery 
indiv idual has 
certain g uaranteed rig hts and he 
can appeal to the courts for the 
protection 
of those 
rig hts if 
they’re interfered with.

h ere and fled io Eng land, would 
be bounced back here in a hurry!
